What with tho recent tluoking and .iiindry 
other dlvcrslona current al this llm«, tho avarnKo 
freshman is apt to lot olussroQm work full ^ llttio 
in abeyance. This Is cspoclully ovldcnued in the 
drtfleienny list recently i cleased by I ho offlcu of 
Ihe Counsellor of 8ti|dies ut tho Heights, u llidi 
which InoludcB a very largo portion 'of tho Ilelghtij 
freshman elusK, Although this WNrnlng list Is only 
a preliminary notice to the students that the In- 
striictora havo found them unable to muko a Kood 
start in tho respective subjects. It la tin indication 
of a condition the uitlinato results oC which may 
bn disastrous to the freshman. It Is fortunate that 
the list la issued so early, Tho freshman is given 
an opportunity,}; before the .regular mid-term re- 
ports are' «ont in to Mr. Uaer'a office, to correct a 
deficiency oC which he may hive been unaware. 

It 1« not easy tp complete a fpur-yrar course 
In New York University. Tho rate of suholastli; 
mortality, especially in tho freshman class, is very 
great, , since tho Instructor has' no other mean.<i of 
Judging the student's worth than through tho 
rather out and dried method ot cxaminailonK. 
These hour-e:cams, coupled yrilh the mid-yearn and 
final examinations determine greatly tho griides of 
ever>- freshman. 'Make no mtatako of undereatlm- 
atins your knowledKC of the course or ot ever- 
estimating your background of the subject. .U may 
have bocn edsy to bluff one'a way through in high- 
school: the constant character of examinations 
there permitted greater use of that gentle »rt. But 
In college it la practically useless. 

In college— and this la directed to tho frcsh- 
man who haa not yet discovered the fact— -no one 
cares whether you study or noli 'You pay for your 
courses. It is up to you to get .your money's worlh 
out ot them. If you manage, by your indolence and 
negligence, to accumulate the requisite nunibcr of 
F's and D's, the administration of New York''Uni- 
versity will not ahcd any tears in inviting you to 
resign from your coltego, to put the process' of 
throwing you out in (,'cntlo languago. You may be 
R prince ot a. fellow, freshman, and you may drink 
with the best of them, but your professor cannot 
take that into consideration. . ISvery professor 
marks his students' papcr.^, or has an assistant do 
It. Any gossip to the contrary iu mallclousl.v false. 
That grado goes to the nccorder's office where it 
In permunontly Inscribed on your recor\1, and he- 
comcK ncooRslblo . to any ronpnnslblo miqulror for 
a long time after you graduate.
